"It does not resemble me in the 


least," said he. 
"I look more unhappy 


l/i'in that!" 


Moreover, when, in dressing gown 


and slippers, lie might have been ex- 
pected to throw oiThis poetic trammels, 
lie still studied the nature of the posture 
lo be assumed as attentively as if tie 
had been sitting for his picture, lie 
had a morbid dread of corpulency, and 
almost, underwent the pangs of starva- 
tion in his efforts to preserve a propel 
poetic fragility. 
A th:n slice of bread, 


with a cup of tea, constituted his break- 
fast; he then took a light vegetable 
dinner, and in the evening a cup ol 
greou tea.

Lcf 
t;s hope thut the poet of the future—for 
thai altogether admirablo individual 
must mm1 be in process of "growing 
up"—will lake warning by the absurd 
alleolations of his predecessor, and de- 
lermiio to he man or woman; not a 
puppet, worked by the striug of senti- 
imjnt:U fancies.—Yo'itk's Companion. 


How Plug Hals Are Made. 


To make the silk stove-pipe hats, a 


largi; square of muslin is dipped into 
shellac, wrung out aud then stretched 
over a wooden frame to dry. 
After 


drying it is cut up into sizes and shapes 
stiilnble lor the various parts of the 
hat. 
Home pieces are cut on the bias 


for the crowus of hats, others are .stiff- 
ened particularly for the brims, while 
the muslin for the central cylinders, 
which are the sides, is cut into oblong 
squares. Tho material for a dozen of 
;hi'-.i' hats is then given to a workman, 
who draws the frame of the hat to- 
gether around the block and fastens it 
by means of a hot iron. Tho shell of 
I he hat, .i.s it is called, is then var- 
nished and dried, making it still', and 
then the silk plush is put on, a man 
ironing it to the shellac-covered shell 
anil sponging it with every stroke of 
the iron. 
Girls sew in tha crown and 


the brim after the sides of the shell 
have been fastened, and then the seams 
are gone over wilh a hot iron, which* 
conceals all traces of them. 
The brim 


is then curled, as in the case of tbe felt 
article, and then the hat goes away to 
tbe hiering machine, where polish 
brushes, revolving rapidly, give it a 
high polish. From the luering ma- 
chine it goes to the hands of a girl, 
who trims it and puts in the lining.— 
Hasten Statesman.

The tender broke 
loose from the engine, tumbled over sev- 
eral times and stood on end. The tender 
obstruction saved the forward oar from 
tipping over, for which the ocoupantp, 
who were mostly Decatur people, were 
very thankful. The accident occurred at 
11 o'clock at night, and all had to remain 
there until G o'clock yesterday morning, 
when the Wubssh supplied a train for 
the transfer ot nil the passengers. All 
along the way down to Deoatur the hun- 
gry excursionists, who a few hours before 
were in Chicago where food was plenti- 
ful at the usual stiff prices, wore con- 
stantly on the lookout for hotels aad 
restaurants.

A Profltttble Crop That Can.be Kaiued In 


Muny Northern Stnt«H. 


Tobacco was almost tho lirst crop 


that engaged the txltention of tlie carl) 
settlers of tins country. 
It probablj 


exerted moro inlluence on the settle 
ment of the country than nay othc 
vegetable production. 
The colonist 


in Virginia and Maryland relied on i 
chiefly for support. 
For nearly a con 


tury it generally took tbe place o 
money. 
In some 
ca.-e.s 
taxos wer 


paid in tobacco. 
Ministers receive- 


their salaries in tobacco, and in V'ii 
giuia brides were bought for a givei 
number of pound* of tobacco. 
Th 


colonists ot'Jamestown g.nc so muc 
attention, to raising tobacco that the 
neglected the culture of food crops 
and were at one lime in dangcrof st in 
ation. 
Tin; rulers of tu« colony loi.nd 


it necessary lo compel the settlers lo 
plant a ccrlain amount of laud each 
year to lood cropsiu order to prevent 
distress among the people. 
The early 


prosperity of Virginia was largely due 
to the production of tobacco, a large 
proportion of which was sent to Ku- 
rope. The lirst settlers of Maryland 
became rich by raising tobacco. 
In 


early da\s tobacco was by far thu mo->. 
profitable crop in Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee, as i'. could be transported down 
the Missisvppi and its tributaries to 
New Orleans to much better advantage 
tlian grain. Tho lirst settlers of lllioo:" 
and Missouri lound tobacco to be their 
be»t market crop, ami it exerted a pow 
orful influence on the settlement ol 
those States. 


Tho 
cultivation of tobacco in tin 


Northern States is of somewhat ivctni 
origin. 
For more than, a century il 


was raised lo a limited extent for 
homo consumption 
in 
Pennsylvania 


and N.;w York, but it did not take U; 
place among Ihe crops raised for mar 
Icet till tho period of the late civil war. 
Some experiments made in tho valley 
of tho Connecticut Kivcr were very 
successful. 
A leaf was produced which 


was very desirable for cigar-wrapper*. 
It is somewhat delicienl iu line lla\or, 
but it is large, strong, thin and tree 
from blemishes. 
For tho purpose for 


which it ix generally used il is superior 
to the tobacco produced in any other 
part of the world. 
Tho culture of to- 


bacco was undertaken in Michigan and 
Wisconsin 
almost as soou as the>o 


Stales were settled, ar.il ba.s continued 
to the present lime. In several coun- 
ties in Wisconsin it has during the past 
fesv years lecome tho leading crop for 
the market. 
Iu many places it lias 


taken the place of hops, that were till 
lately 
extensively 
cultivated. 
Tho 


seasons are so short that it is necessary 
to cut and house the plants before they 
have obtained the.r full growth, in or- 
der to escape injury from the frost. 
Still the crop jS a prolitable one, as is 
shown by the prosperity of the farmers 
engaged iu raising it. 
A ride through 


the lobaoco-ni.s'.ng districts of Wiscon- 
sin 
will convince any one thai tin 


farmers are ac cumnlaling wealth. 


Although tobacco is of tropical 01 


iub-lropical origin, experiments have 
demonslrated that it can bo produced 
in every Stale and Territory in tho 
country. 
Perhaps it can not be pro- 


litably produced in all of them, but this 
fact lias never been determined. 
No 


plant is as greatly influenced by peculi- 
arities of soil and climate as tobacco. 
Meteorological observations and sod 
analyses have accomplished very little 
toward 
determining 
whether 
a 


good 
quality 
of 
tobacco 
can 
b« 


produced 
111 a given locality. 
Ex- 


periments are necessary to decide !hin 
matte:- that lliere are many places in 
the country capable of pioduciug as 
line tobacco a.s anv ever raised in 
Connecticut or North Carolina is very- 
likely. 
Considering how important a 


factor tobacco is in tho accumulation 
ot tho wealth ot the Nation it seems 
somewhat 
remarkable that uo sys- 


tematic allpmpt has ever been made to 
ascertain uhere it can bo produced at 
a prolit. The Department of Agricul- 
ture lias expended enormous sums in 
attempts to introduce tho culture of 
tho tea plant, nnd in trying to build up 
a sugar industry in 
tho Northern 


States, but it has done very little 
toward increasing the production of 
tobacco or iu asoerlaing where Ihe 
plant will succeed. Very few of the 
Stale Agricultural societies or boards 
have done anything toward encourag- 
ing the production of the crop \\hich 
is a vast source of wealth lo Ihe 
couutry. 


The adaptability of the soil and cli- 


mate of any locality to tho productions 
of tobacco ot good quality has gener- 
ally been determined 
by 
accident. 


Some new settler coming from a part 
of the couutry where tobacco is a lead- 
ing crop, brought a little seed with 
him and planted it in a garden bed. 
He raised a few plants which ho cured 
in a shed anil found the quality to be 
good. The next year he planled more 
aud demonstrated that it would suc- 
ceed as a lield crop. 
Having suc- 


ceeded in finding a market for it, he 
engaged quite extensively in its culti- 
vation. 
His neighbors then, followed 


his example and in a few years tobacco 
became 
a 
leading product in the 


neighborhood. 
lu 
the 
course of 


time 
its 
culture 
extended 
into 


all 
the 
adjacent 
sections 
of 


country 
having a similar soil aud 


climate. 
It is likely that the Indians 


showed greater enterprise to introduc- 
ing tobacco into new localities than 
tho whites. 


It is not likely that tobacco will ever 


prove to be a very suitable crop for the 
largo unprotected prairies. 
The to- 


bacco plant may make a very rank 
growth on black prairie soil, but the 
quality of the leaf will not be likely to 
be good. It may be used for making 
plug tobacco, but it will not be fit for 
cigars. The high winds that sweep 
across the large prairies are almost 
certain to injure the leaves of tobacco 
BO that they will be unlit for cigar- 
wrapper. Observation 
shows that a 


broken, 
partially-wooded 
couutry, 


where there is protection from winds, 
is the most suitable for tobacco-rais- 
ing. 
Cheap lumber, suitable for tbe 


erection of dfying-barns, is essential 
to the success of the tobacco industry, 
as is a supply of timber for making 
poles to hang the plants on. Tobacco- 
raising requires no expensive machines 
or implements.

of small means to> raise. Most Of the 
vork of raising and harvesting the 
crop is light.

OLD 
TREES. 


Ihe Kasiv»t ItK'tliod of Ki-btoriug- Them to 


Vigor. 


When apple and other fruit trees 


lose their vigor from age, or from 
neglect or want of fertilizing, there are 
Jillerent modes for restoring them to 
vigor, which may be used to the b 
advantage during autumn. 
Oueof the 


easiest of application is to spread 
coat of barn manure broadcast for 
twenty-live or thirty fwet distance from 
the trunk of the tree on each side 
This treatment will frequently be sufli 
cient of itself, in addition to pruning 
out any dcail branches, or thinning in 
the bend from the outside, or both 
Cultivating the surface while the tree 
is-dormant is an additional aid.. For 
smaller trees which are required to 
staud in gra.ss, or where they can not 
be cultivated, a strong impetus may b< 
given by cutting radiating trenches 
Irom withiu a tew feet of tho tree a r 
or so in length on all sides and lilliug 
',heso with compost. 
The largo roots 


which lie on each side of these trenches 
will send their side roots into the com 
post, and tho trees will be pushet 
rapidly in growth. 
The trenches may 


be from one to two feet in depth, an< 
tho width that ot" the blade ot" th 
spade. 
Another mode instead of cut- 


ting these radiating trenches, is to cu 
n circular ditch around the tree at 
some distance from the trunk and to 
hll this with compost. The severa 
roots will .soon send new fibres into 
the compost, while the pruning whicl 
the roots receive will promote fruitful 
uess. 
Some judgment must be used to 


cut tho ditch at tho right distance: i 
too near it will temporarily check the 
growth too severely, before the new 
roots are formed: and if too far away the 
labor will bo too great, and tho resul 
less striking. 
In most cases, however 


and with oichards of some size, culti 
vat'.ng and top dressing will be suffi 
cieut. 
All cutting of the roots 01 


branches must be done while the trees 
ure not growing.—Country Gentleman
